The Roman military author Vegetius 
reports that dogs were used in the for+ 
tifed towers to make kuown by their 
barking the approach of the enemy aud 
to keep the gurrisons uwake; also dur- 
Ing the middle ngea war dogs were 
used for guarding cumps and bulwarks, 
Scotch bloodhounds were specially res 
puted for tracking escuped prisoners, 
They were nlso used for attacking the 
enemy's cavalry, mutilating the horses 
with the prongs and hooks of their 
coats of mail.. To these counts tirepots 
were attached, which set the camps on 
fire. In the days of Granson and Murs 
ten (1476) the battles started with a 
fight of Swiss dogs ugainst Burgundiayn 
dogs, and at Murten the Burgundian 
dogs were dismembered by their nd- 
versaries from the Alps, It Is said that 
ser the discovery of America wat 
Gogs slaughtered not less than 2,000 
fadians, 

The employment of dogs for fighting 
purposes continued in modern tines, 
Emperor Charles V. (1518-1550) re- 
celved from Englinnd 4,000 dogs ns 
subsidiary forces nguinst’ France. At 
Valence French nnd Spauinsh dogs 
Jolned battle, in which the Intter re» 
mained victors, As late us in the seve 
enteenth century war dogs were used 
as scouts ngainst the Turks. In 1823 
an assault on the Acropolis of Athens 
by the Greeks was frustrated by dogs, 
The French employed dogs in Tunis 
against Arablan tribes, In Mexico ia 
1864 the dogs of the Zuccateca volune | 
teer corps proved the most terrible ads 
versaries of the Mexican gverrillus 
until they were got rid of by potson, | 
In the Iast Turko-Russlan war (1877s 
1878) the Russluns employed war dogs 
both In Europe and in Asia. The
